Rdthered and 
th?re IS danger of damage by frosts 
The preHminary estimate on the 
yield of corn is 30. 9 bushels per 
acre, which is i.i bu.-;hels better 
than last vear, which would make 
the fiireciist of the com crop 123, 
979, Soo busbeU. 

The final estimate of yield of 
wheat tnis year is given at 11.6 
bushels per acre.

France is particularly fortunate In 
that her Kmall Investors prefer "safe" 
investuvMits ratlKV than of.'"<>r!n.i;s 
which promise high returns. Govern- 
ment rent «'.<!, In France are perpetu- 
al, and Ihls characteristic seems to ob- 
tain for the.=?o gosernnient bonds in- 
creasing favor in the eyes of the 
French people. 

The ' iwlnts of sympathy fietweon 
France and America are too many to 
enumerate, but the spirit of liberty and 
its resultant democracy are. today am 
always, the major ideals of both na- 
tions. Seeking no victories but those 
of peace, n.o territory except their own, 
no sovereignty except .sovereignty over 
themselves — the. independence and 
equal riiihts of tbe weakest member of 
the family of nations are to tht» people 
of the United Sl;ites and of Fr.'nce en- 
titled to as much re.spect as those ot 
the mightiest empire. In defense of 
these principles, France is enfrri^red in 
a death strugule with militant antoc- 
lacy and ruthless a.u".:;ression, ar.d it is 
not surprising to learn that she has

Our Great Ally Possesses Recuper- 
ative Pov/ers Which Justify Belief 
That She Will Meet and Solve Tri- 
umphantly the Problems Which Con- 
front Her After the War. 



With Paris bonlevards echoing with 
"vives" lor American troops our inter- 
est in the welfare of our ally vastly 
increases, and the facts are not lack- 
ing to encourage the belief that she is 
already on the road to recovery from, 
the blow u£ invasion by a ruthless en- 
emy. 

One of the most important devel- 
opments, is the announcement that 
one of the largest banking institutions 
in America concerned with foreign 
trade, the Guaranty Trust company 
of New York, has opened a Paris 
branch to handle the rapidly increas- 
ing volume of French business. 

This action may surprise many per- 
sons who had thought of France as 
bowed under a calamitous invasion. 
The bank, however, gives figures indi- 
cating that France is not only meeting 
her military and civilian problems with 
a stout heart and never failing cour- 
age, but Is re-establishing her export 
business with this country. 

In 1914, the year of the outbreak of 
the war, Imports from France to this 
country totaled $141,410,252. This to- 
tal was r<-dnced to .'?77,1.')8,740 in I!)!."), 
but last year the value of French im- 
ports to the United States rose to 
$102,077,060. 

"A nation that can achieve such a 
commercial recovery while her terri- 
tory Is being ravished by the Invader," 
says the Trust company's statement, 
"possesses recuperative powers whicli 
justify the belief that she will enn-rge 
from the present conflict prepared to 
meet and solve triumphantly the prob- 
(enis which confront her." 

The commercial and industrial rec- 
ord of Prance, following past wars. In- 
dicates that she should recover quickly 
from the actual physical destruction 
Inflicted Ik the present confilct. The 
reconstruction of railroads, the erection 
of factories to replace those destroyed, 
and the re|'lac(>inent of the mechanism 
of industrial activity that w;ill be re- 
quired and that Is In part already 
planned, offer a peculiarly Inviting 
field to American capital and enter- 
prise. Tentative steps have already 
been taken by representatives of Amer- 
ican engineers and business men In this 
w^orlc. 

Aside from its attractivenbusinesV 
aspect, the enlistment ef American 
(■loney and effort In the great task of 
(-ecpnstruction that will remain at the 
end uf the war will tend to cement still 
ipore closely the ties that bind the two 
great republicd together, and will en- 
able Americans to discharge iu p;nt 
the debt they owe to France for her 
friendly interest in the welfare and 
progress of the United States from 
the beginning of Its life as a nation. 

Tn .ludging the industrial st;itus of 
any nation, its production and con- 
sumption of coal. Iron, and steel and 
the growth of Its transportation sys- 
teuis are highly sipnlficant factors. 

In 1SG9, French industries consumed 
gl RdUlon tons of coal, oi which 13.5 
ipfllions were taken from honie mines. 
In 1012, the ('(insuiniilion was 01 mil- 
lions, of which 41 million tons were 
.taken from home mines. 

In 1S69, the French output of cast 
iron wps 1,J?80,000 tons, and of steel, 
1,000,000 tons. In 1914, P'rance pro- 
dticed 5,314,000 tons of cast iron and 
4,635,000 tons Qf stpel.
